Happiness oftentimes eludes us 
when we seek it for itself alone. 
But when our ch ef concern is 
with something else, or primarily 
with someone else, we are likely 
to find it. This was impressed 
upon me anew by a moving episode 
list summer in the Middle East. 
On my way 
to visit the Holy 
Land I stopped 
for a few days 
in Beirut, Leb­ 
anon. 
There I 
s p e n t an eve­ 
ning with three 
men, two Am­ 
ericans and an 
Englishman, sit 
ting together on 
the terrace of 
Dr. Praia 
Beirut’s 
St. 
George 
Hotel, 
we 
watched the moon come Tip over 
the Mediterranean, the moonbeams 
forming a silvery path across the 
rippling water. We talked about 
world affairs and many other mat­ 
ters of interest. Then the conver­ 
sation turned on the distinctive 
attractions of great cities in var- 
;ous parts of the world — Rome. 
London, Paris, many others. 
"For me,” our English friend 
remarked, “there is only one com­ 
pletely 
captivating 
city: 
Jeru­ 
salem.” 
"Because of its Biblical associa­ 
tions?” I asked. 
"In part,” he answered. "And 
just as a city. Besides,” he hesi­ 
tated, "I had a great experience 
there 
I lost myself and found 
myself in Jerusalem.” He did not 
elaborate. 


I HAD REMEMBERED t h i s 
man as a rather restless, dis­ 
contented individual, despite the 
reserved, unemotional manner so 
characteristic of the cultured Brit­ 
isher. But now I sensed a new 
quality in him—a grave, calm in­ 
ner happiness of some kind. 
He was associated with the Unit­ 
ed Nations Relief and Rehabilita­ 
tion Administration, working for 
‘he benefit of Palestinan 
Arab 
refugees. In the course of the 
evening he said to me, "While 
you are here, I want to show you 
some of the trouble spots of this 
area.” 
And driving south in the days 
that followed, I went with him 
to some of the big camps where 
more than 900.000 refugees have 
subsisted on relief, in rather de­ 
plorable conditions, 
for over a 
decade. 
As we went about to­ 
gether we talked of many things, 
but I noticed that whenever I 
mentioned religion or verged on 
it, he seemed always to change 
the subject, retreating behind a 
barrier of reticence. 
Then one day at Jerusalem he 
took me dow'n into some cellars 
under the ruins of a bombed-out 


section of the city. These disma. 
cellars served as the improvised 
dwelling places of numerous ref- 
, agee families who had no other 
place to live. As many as ten 
crowded room. 


AS HE MOVED AMONG these 
orople my friend had a friendly 
word or kindly gesture for each 
one. He greeted small children 
affectionately by name, 
pulling 
from his pocket little treats he 
Lad 
brought for them. He picked 
up one little girl hugging her 
close, while he chatted with her 
mother, at the bedside of a sick 
old man, he sat on the coverlet, 
gently stroked the gray shock of 
hair, held the man’S hand for a 
moment in his own. These places 
were anything but clean. However, 
1 impeccable though he was, he 
seemed not to mind. 
| 
Finally we came up out of those 
dark cellars into the bright sun­ 
light. And there, straight ahead, 
'clearly defined in a gap between 
toe half demolished walls of bomb­ 
ed 
houses, was the 
Mount 
of 
•Olives and on its shoulder the 
Garden of Gethsemane. I s t o o d 
; staring, deeply moved. 
... 
I BECAME AWARE OF my com­ 
panion standing silently beside me 
"You don’t fool me a bit,” I said 
when I found my voice. 
"The 
reason Jerusalem is so dear to 
• you is that here you serve those 
who need help and love—and you 
do it in the name of the Man 
who suffered over there,” I said 
pointing to the sacred spot. 
Tersely, almost gruffly, he re­ 
plied, "Didn’t I tell you I lost 
myself and found myself in Jeru­ 
salem?” That was all, but I knew 
then the source of his deep hap­ 
piness. He wasn’t the kind to talk 
about it, but he had it all right. 
This man had discovered a very- 
great secret: that when we lose 
ourselves in loving service to oth­ 
ers, we find ourselves, and in this 
finding of ourselves we also dis­ 
cover life’s deepest happiness.

They reckoned the landslide Con­ 
servative victory over the Labor­ 
ites in last October’s election gave 
the government a free hand to be 
as Tory as it likes. 
But the budget brought no tax 
relief and no cuts in government 
spending. Instead, it produced an 
increase in the cigaret e tax and 
the promise of a brake on ex­ 
pense account spending by busi­ 
nessmen. 
There were rumb'igs of disco- 
tent, noisier among the Conserva­ 
tives’ supporters than the Labor­ 
ite opposition 
A small group of Conservatives 
spoke out against the budget in 
Parliam ent. They were led by Ger­ 
ald Nabarro, a self-made business­

and

tached individualist. 
He told the House of Commons 
bluntly: “ I said that if the chancel­ 
lor of the exchequer practiced So­ 
cialist spending and Socialist phil­

He estimated the bill’s cost at 
$1,578,000,000 a year when it takes 
full effect. The administration bill
